Interview of Richard E. Long 


Mr. Richard E. Long was Interviewed at his office on December 
30 1$ Jj6 by James R. Kieckhefer. Mr. Long was the Headquarter's 

Supervisor fpr the MUR EC I Investigation In 1968, pperating frcm the 
Civil Rights Unit of the General Investigative Division. Mr. Long 
le presently Assistant Director of the Finance and Personnel Division 

of the FBI. 


Long advised that he was assigned the MURKU.'G Investigation 
because he had geographical responsibility for the Memphis Field 
Office. On April t. he and the Chief of the Civil Rights 

Section, Clem McGowan, went to see Assistant Director Alex Rosen 
regarding the investigation. Rosen inquired as to how Long would 
maintain a "tickler system." Long at a later time explained to Rosen 
how hts tickler system would be formed and utilized. Long stated that 
he maintained the system with approximately 3t> key classification. 

This system was retained In addition to the MUREDI file. 


Long stated that each day" there were prepared for the Director 
two dally reports, one in the morning (9:00 am.) and one in the 
afternoon (1:00 pm.). He was assisted in these reports by Supervisor 
Frank Hadson and Dick totes of the Civil Rights Unit who would read 
the incoming teletypes with him. Long and Bill Martin^le wo>- d then 
prepare the memo for the Director. The^memo would be forvard=a to 
McGowan for signature, then to James Malley, then a..d h en 

to De Loach. These were only reports of the current mvestita -ion - 
did not contain recommendations , said Long. 

Long said that DeLoach would orfer many suggestions. If a matter 
of importance was received, DeLoach would be called by telepnor.e. 

Long advised that there were no limitations or restrictions on the 
investigation. However, this case was handled in a somevna- <^ e ^nt 
manner because Headquarters had responsibility for tne conduc- o. the 
case Generally, the office of origin (Memphis) had this responsib.lity 
Should provlS; Headquarters with up-to-date reports on a case. 

Long said that he was instructed to use all manpower he e - 
neceQ6ary to complete a full investigation of the assassination.
